Defense specialists watch every war 
closely see how one side’s weapons 
match against those its opponent, 
and last year’s Israeli-PLO-Lebanon- 
Syrian conflict was exception.

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feces; the cinching the wide, greasy, leather strap across 
the chest; the capping the skull with cool, metal cone; 
the knuckle-breaking hyperextension the index 

fingers the first four high-voltage jolts explodes 
through the body; the internal organs frying blood 
the heavy stench burning flesh fills the execution 
chamber. seems almost incomprehensible that you are 
about meet man who may meet this end before next 
summer. 

Even the boring north-Florida highways, the 
stultifying miles cypress and scrub pine, have not 
quite prepared you for the desolation the prison 
Starke, which sits piece barren land that flat 
and hot and hard griddle. The pastel-green prison 
buildings are some two miles from the main entrance 
gate, but there’s nothing the horizon obstruct your 
view. The message the landscape unmistakable: 
even you run, brother, where the hell are you going 
hide? 

The prison and its yard are bounded perimeter 
stockade. The outermost edge maximum security 
reinforced chain-link fence, feet high and topped with 
strands barbed wire arrayed the shape 
Enclosed within it, about six seven yards nearer the 
stone walls the prison, another chain-link fence, 
feet high and also topped with barbed wire. The no- 
man’s land between the two fences densely packed 
with knee-high coils razor ribbon. distance, the

sharp glare the semi-tropical sun, the swath between 
the fences glitters like silvery moat. Near each corner 
the rectangular enclosure sits free-standing turret, 
three stories tall and pierced Inside each 
turret, team corrections officers controls huge 
searchlights and arsenal shotguns and sidearms. 

Outside the perimeter fence squats the red-brick 
administration building, which fronted small 
lawn, five lonely palm trees, and parking lot. Behind it, 
pasture, small herd cattle grazes lazily. It’s 12:30 
and the temperature sticky 95. 

Inside large, air-conditioned lobby with linoleum 
floor, where receptionist records your name and tells 
you wait. You take seat sofa next display 
medals and awards won Starke guards for excellence 
sharpshooting. Mounted top walnut bases, 
dozens crouching, gold-plated, trophy-sized men 
point tiny, gold-plated pistols straight you. little 
before one the receptionist tells you that 
been cleared enter the prison far the auxiliary 
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control room. escort takes you far the chain-link 
fence. 

Your escort points window the top the turret 
and tells you wave guard there. mechanism 
whirrs and the gate slides open automatically. You pass 
through three separate remote-controlled gates 
horizontal bars moving right left. guard with 
heavily tattooed arms tells you step into the control 
booth, small room with half-walls and thick glass 
windows. tells you sign the register and carefully 
inspects the contents your briefcase. calls the 
administration office make sure your tape recorder 
will allowed. You hear his end the conversation: 
“Yes sir. Yes sir.” stamps your right hand with ink 
that visible only under black light arcane symbol 
anything, just the month, day, and year. Then 
turns you over tall, youthful-looking guard who 
drinking soda from can. It’s very hot inside the prison. 
The tall guard tells you that have walk between 
the narrow, heavily painted walls powerful metal 
detector powerful fact that the tiny cobblers’ 
nails your shoes are apt set off. The machine 
looks ancient, but gets respect. “That sucker’s good. 
look like it. But it’s good,” the guard says. 

leads you down long corridor and through three 
more gates. Your every move monitored closed- 
circuit television cameras. corridor crossroads 
known Times Square central meeting point within 
the prison and the location the main control room 
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you turn right and, passkey this time, are let through 
another gate. Here, inmates light-blue denim shirts 
and trousers are walking single file, your first glimpse 
the men closely guarded here. Your escort takes 
you far the Administrative Confinement Visiting 
Area solid door with window it. 
Another guard unlocks the door from the inside and 
ushers you into large room that looks like cafeteria. 
The floor and walls are tiled. Tiny, barred windows are 
feet above the floor. The room saturated with 
humidity and the air stirred two large Windmaker 
fans. Loudspeakers and emergency horns are mounted 
the ceiling. The walls are incongruously decorated 
with colorful travel posters San Diego, Hawaii, Mardi 
Gras and typically inscrutable, hand-lettered prison 
slogans like “Behavior based not reality but 

Death row, also known prison wings and 
about 100 150 yards away now. Similarly located the 
60-year-old electric chair itself, which bolted the 
floor the eight-by-12-foot execution chamber the 
bottom tier wing, next door. told take 
seat table that bolted the floor, chair that 
bolted the table and wait for the one 
count clear. The 1200 prisoners Starke 
whom about 600 are continuously locked and 206 are 
death row are all considered dangerous. Prisoners 
are counted frequently during the day. 1:26 p.m. 
told that could take hour establish clean 
count. You loosen your tie and wait. The guard, dressed 
brown trousers with black stripes down the side the 
legs and tan shirt with brown epaulets, seems 
oblivious the heat. chews wad tobacco, spits 
the juice into can his feet, and fiddles idly with 
telephone cord. 

1:40, five-second horn blast breaks the hot silence 
and amplified voice bellows, count clear. 
Clear count.” few moments later, the door the 
ACVA unlocked and Robert Sullivan led into the 
room guard. His hands are cuffed behind his back. 
wearing the yellow T-shirt that all death-row 
inmates are required wear when not their cells. 
(Prison Superintendent Richard Dugger will later 
explain that the yellow shirt signal corrections 
officers that “the man requires high security,” and 
warning that least, the prisoner has 
nothing The guard frees one 
manacled hands and quickly reattaches the cuffs front 
him. Sullivan joins you table, smiles wanly, and 
reaches out shake your hand. The chain his 
manacles crashes loudly against the Formica table top. 

are you doing, Bob?” you ask. 

surprised confused the question. pauses, 
composes himself, sits erect, and folds his hands the 
table. His voice rich and steady and full irony. 
“Well. have good days.” pauses, cocks his head, 
draws breath. “And have bad

The crime for which Sullivan was sentenced die 
was bloody, execution-style, shotgun murder four 
12-gauge blasts fired into the back bound 
head point-blank range. The man convicted this 
ugly outrage was new the world criminal justice 
exception the norms death row. was the 
adopted son well-to-do, Harvard-educated 
Massachusetts surgeon and his wife child the 
middle class, whose privileges included education 
the University Miami. sure, there had been 
complications and turmoil: the bitter separation his 
parents; deep feelings guilt and shame about being 
gay; the discovery his bosses and law-enforcement 
authorities that Sullivan had embezzled substantial 
sum money from restaurant (in order, Sullivan says, 
pay Miami-based blackmailer who was threatening 
reveal his homsexuality his father). Still, the time 
his arrest for robbery and first-degree murder, his 
criminal record was clean. had agreed make court- 
ordered restitution the embezzled money exchange 
for promise law-enforcement authorities 
continue his case without finding. The relative purity 
his record did not, however, serve obscure just how 
detached had become from his middle-class roots. 
the time his arrest, was full-time resident 
Vagabond Motel, and was hanging out the 
evenings Keith’s Cruise Lounge Hallandale, gay 
bar with nightly drag show. 

But the trouble began some miles away, the 
Howard Johnson’s Homestead, just off the 
South Dixie Highway, the very same HoJo’s which 
Sullivan had managed for six months before being fired 
for embezzlement August 1972. was there, 
witnesses his trial would later testify, that Sullivan put 
into motion his much-talked-about plan commit “the 
perfect crime.” 

Accompanying Sullivan his trip the 
sometime after 10:30 the night Sunday, April 
1973, was 21-year-old Reid McLaughlin Boston, 
sometime bartender and doorman The Other Side, 
Park Square-area gay club, who was AWOL from the 
Marines. Two weeks earlier, Sullivan and McLaughlin 
had set off from Boston for Miami Cadillac 
convertible. route, according McLaughlin, Sullivan 
rehearsed numerous crime” scenarios 
usually beginning with the big winner 
from the Hialeah racetrack and always ending with 
the victim’s death. 

According trial testimony, and Sullivan’s own 
confession Metro-Dade detectives, spun his Caddy 
into the HoJo’s parking lot Homestead around closing 
time. Having closed there many times before, 
knew the end-of-the-day procedures intimately. told 
McLaughlin enter the restaurant, order some 
takeout food, and count the number patrons and 


workers left inside. Then the two men sat the car, 
coolly eating, they waited for the place empty out. 
Sometime between 11:15 and midnight, they made their 
move, entering through back door that had been left 
open when the last waitress had been let out assistant 

manager Donald Schmidt. Schmidt, 38, remained alone 
the office, counting the day’s receipts. Sullivan wore 
glove his right hand. the front seat, left 
shotgun that had been taken from his father’s place 
New Hampshire. McLaughlin carried .38 revolver that 
had been taken from the home acquaintance 
Miami. They forced Schmidt the floor, spread his 
hands apart, and told him not move. McLaughlin 
kept the revolver trained the frightened assistant 
manager, Sullivan demanded the combination the 
safe. Adeptly, Sullivan spun the tumblers and then 
removed some $2700 bills and coins and travelers’ 
checks from the bottom drawer. 

The bandits yanked his feet, removed his 
watch and his wallet, and ordered him turn out all the 
lights. Then they marched him the Caddy. 
McLaughlin hustled Schmidt into the back seat and slid 
beside him; Sullivan hopped behind the wheel. The 
three proceeded west the Tamiami Trail, desolate 
route that bores through the Everglades, 

“For what reason did you out there?” Sullivan was 
asked his police interrogation. 

“We went out dispose Mr. Schmidt,” was the 
reply volunteered, after first being advised his right 
remain silent. 

the homicide detectives wanted know. 

“Murder,” was Sullivan’s chilling, one-word reply. 

Using adhesive tape, McLaughlin bound 
wrists together behind his back. During drive that 
lasted more than miles, Sullivan chatted 
knowledgeably about Howard Johnson’s policies and 
business procedures. may have dawned Schmidt, 
lay trussed and helpless the back seat, that 
attacker who intended his life would not have 
shown his face been familiar. 

Atone point, Sullivan pulled the side the road 
and began marching Schmidt into the Everglades. 


Moments later highway-patrol car pulled 
investigate what looked like abandoned car. Sullivan 
forced Schmidt down and ducked for cover; McLaughlin 
bounded out the swamp, fabricating the excuse that 
had pulled the car over take leak. The cop left. 
Now Sullivan needed new spot consummate his 
perfect crime, for the body were found where they 
then stood, the cops might remember his car. 

turned the car around and headed back east the 
Tamiami Trail, eventually coming rest marshy, 
deserted spot. Once again, the pitch darkness, the 
three began march into the wet grass. This time 
Sullivan carried tire iron and McLaughlin carried the 
shotgun. Schmidt, who was the lead, suddenly 
slipped and lost shoe the muck. This unleashed the 
fury. Twice, Sullivan crashed the tire iron down 
head, and the assistant manager fell face 
forward into the swamp. Then Sullivan took the shotgun 
from McLaughlin and pumped two shells into the back 
head. McLaughlin later said that was 


stumbling back the car when heard two more shots 
ring out. 

Two days later, the body was discovered hunters 
taking target practice the marsh. Most the top 
head had been blown away. His bloody 
toupee was the ground next him.

his scenarios about the perfect crime, seems that 
Sullivan had not anticipated roles for Metro-Dade 
homicide detectives Arthur Felton and Lonnie 
Lawrence. They had been assigned the case and were 
working around the clock. They suspected that the 
killer killers remained large the Miami area; the 


office MasterCharge had notified them that 


credit slips dated after the body was discovered and 
bearing signatures purporting were 
turning up. Further, they had developed confidential 
informant who told them that before leaving Boston 
Sullivan had bragged his intention get away with 
robbery and murder down south. call Nashua, 
New Hampshire, detective sergeant, who subsequently 
questioned father, confirmed that young 
Sullivan had left New Hampshire with the family 
shotgun and three boxes shells. The sergeant also told 
Felton and Lawrence that Sullivan was wanted 
outstanding warrant for embezzlement. Further still, 
expert comparison sample Sullivan’s handwriting 
the signatures the MasterCharge slips indicated 
that was Sullivan who was using the dead man’s credit 
card all over town. 

Armed with description his car provided 
Nashua police, Felton and Lawrence began looking for 
Sullivan. They caught with him April 17, shortly 
after midnight, and McLaughlin were entering 
Keith’s Cruise Lounge, which few blocks out their 
jurisdiction. They waited until after when 
Sullivan, McLaughlin, and third male emerged from 
Keith’s and headed for Miami. soon the car crossed 
the Dade County line, the cops moved in. Initially, they 
pulled Sullivan over make arrest the 
outstanding warrant; Nashua cops had indicated that 
they intended extradite him the Dade cops 
nail him. Sullivan was instructed step out the car. 


was placed handcuffs. During routine license- 
and-registration check, the cops discovered that 
wallet also contained Donald 
MasterCharge and Playboy Club credit cards. They also 
noticed that Sullivan was wearing watch that appeared 
-to fit the description the dead man’s. According 
his trial testimony, Felton immediately asked there 
were any weapons the car, and Sullivan said there 
was shotgun the trunk and revolver the glove 
compartment. the sun was coming up, Sullivan was 
advised his right remain silent and was taken the 
stationhouse for questioning. separate police car, 
McLaughlin was also taken in. The third passenger 
the Caddy, Gilbert Jackson, juvenile, was released 
without further questioning. 

The embezzlement warrant paled comparison 
the robbery-murder case that was shaping against 
Sullivan. Felton questioned and requestioned Sullivan 
about the crime and about the crime scene. Finally,

From another vantage point, 
doesn’t make sense turn down 
what will doubtless the most 
media attention the McGovern 
campaign will see. But then, from 
that vantage point the McGovern 
candidacy doesn’t make much 
sense either. George McGovern 
has money, campaign 
manager, and only few political 
retreads for issues. He’s two- 
time loser the presidency 
1972, the Senate 1980. Even his 
wife almost years, Eleanor, 
refusing campaign for him. 
But none that deters McGov- 
ern from mission clearly 
feels inspired. either 
blessed, the old adage runs, 
out his head. 

McGovern’s concessions 
what commonly held reality 
are few. There “the fear just 
looking like Don Quixote,” 
admitted predeclaration in- 
terview with the Washington 
Post.

When 
walks into the lunchroom, emit- 
ting several loud and definite 
noises, it’s “Jesus not George 
again!” “Yup,” responds, with 
touch pride, “it’s me.”

“Talking with George McGov- 
ern,” Gene McCarthy once said, 
like eating Chinese meal. 
hour after it’s over, you wonder 
whether you really ate anything.” 
little more than decade after 


lost everything except Massa- 


chusetts, difficult remem- 
ber whether George McGovern 
really did anything. The record 
shows was right the 
immorality the Vietnam War, 
right the criminality Rich- 
ard Nixon. But somehow has 
failed take the historical 
dimension prophet leader. 
must difficult for McGovern 
after all, even Hubert Humphrey, 
who panted after the presidency 
like few others, grabbed vener- 
ated spot the history books. 
the aftermath Watergate, 
George McGovern took the high 
road. never once pointed 
accusing finger the nation, 


never said told you so. Instead, 
stood quietly by, waiting for 
that moment when the nation 
would turn him and, lifting 
him its shoulders and 
marching him through the cheer- 
ing throngs, vindicate him. 
still waiting. 

The images McGovern that 
have endured are not flattering. 
The news his latest candidacy 
was greeted with jokes about 
$1000 rebates and 1000 percent 
support. remember man 
who insisted the highest 
moral standards for everyone but 
himself, who the space few 
short weeks sold both Tom 
Eagleton and Pierre Salinger 
down the river. remember the 
ineptitude, the inability guide 
and direct his own campaign. 
After all, not easy turn 
apparent mandate into land- 
slide for your opponent. 

McGovern’s memories are dif- 
when was able seize the 
moment, embody particulary 
righteous dream. remembers 
spectacular come-from-behind 
finish capture the nomination 
and restructure the entire 
Democratic Party well. 
remembers the cheers the 
crowd, the incredible adrenalin 
high that comes from mainlining 
accolades and admiration. 
remembers the power, 
mented the unfulfilled poten- 
tial and tantalized the un- 
realized possibilities. 

But what McGovern like 
Gene McCarthy and John 
Anderson before him fails 
understand that did not 
much seize the moment 
was seized it. There was 
unmet need the electorate, and 
McGovern was created re- 
sponse spun out the 
pack fill the void. 

mistake comes 
taking all the acclaim 1972 
personally. ran personal 
virtues: honesty, truth, morality. 
But because the voters and the 
media responded those 
virtues during that golden prima- 
season, McGovern came 
consider affirmation him 
personally. From McGovern’s 
vantage, the American people 
placed personal trust him, 
trust still has personal 
obligation try fulfill. Like 
McCarthy and Anderson, fails 
comprehend not only that the 
emperor has clothes, but also 
that longer even has 
empire. 

one sense, George McGov- 
ern aging dowager, told 
her leaving lover that she was 
desired only for the rich food and 
fine surroundings she provided. 
Eleven years later, McGovern 
still steeped denial, refusing

However, Flynn told the Phoenix 
Carter 1980, and cast doubt 
report. Asked penned the 
note Brookes claims have 
received, Flynn replied, have 
such recollection.” For his 
part, Brookes refused let the 
Phoenix see the note wrote 
about. 

But regardless the veracity 
report, 
dorsement King strong 
evidence that little one year 
ago Flynn had qualms about 
forging alliance with ideo- 
logical conservative who holds 
strong right-wing positions 
both social and economic issues. 
For example, former Governor 
King, like Flynn, believes abor- 
tions should outlawed. But

This 
clashes with stated posi- 
tions, which emphasize income 
redistribution from rich poor.

Although said 
disagreed with King several 
issues, called King “an honest 
and decent guy,” and gave him 
high marks the state’s chief 
executive officer. think did 
pretty effective job governor,” 
said. 

The revelation that Flynn sup- 
ported King last year (King ap- 
parently did not use the endorse- 
ment publicly; last week 
declined answer questions 
from the Phoenix) further high- 
cal makeup. Already this 
campaign, Flynn has been criti- 
cized for past positions and ac- 
tions. the first televised debate 
the campaign, August 17, 
candidate Robert Kiley pointedly 
accused Flynn being the 
wrong side the police lines 
during the crisis over court- 
ordered school busing, the 
mid-1970s. the time, Flynn 
offered rebuttal. Globe 
story days later, Flynn com- 
plained that underscoring his 
record might cost him the elec- 
tion.

“If have defend 
everything that happened 
1974, then have the time 
talk about the issues facing the

performance the first 
debate and his remarks the 
Globe were thought hurt him 
his competition with candidate 
Melvin King, former state 
representative who has solid lib- 
eral credentials. According 
almost every public-opinion poll 
that’s been taken this year, Flynn

Flynn, who began his political 
career decade ago oppo- 
nent legalized abortions and 
court-ordered busing, set out 
try unite conservative sup- 
porters his political base 
South Boston with liberal backers 
other parts the city. And 
all accounts, has been re- 
markably successful 
endeavor. billing himself 
populist, Flynn has attracted 
surprising number endorse- 
ments from liberals and liberal 
organizations the city (perhaps 
since, among some liberal voters, 
there still feeling that Mel 
King can’t win because 
black). For example, the political 
arm the Massachusetts Ten- 
ants Organization endorsed 
Flynn July because his 
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consistent support for stronger 
rent-control ordinance 
creased regulation con- 
dominium conversions. Globe 
deputy editorial-page editor Kirk 
Scharfenberg has written that 
“inclined support Flynn,” 
and the Boston Observer, small 
liberal journal published the 
Back Bay, has also endorsed him.

The Phoenix received copy 
letter endorsing King 
from source associated with the 
Finnegan re-election effort. Ac- 
cording all the published polls, 
Finnegan leading the pack 
eight others the race for mayor.

The lesson suffered the 
hands the old master apparent- 
wasn’t lost Finnegan, 
whose style and political back- 
ground are remarkably similar 
1979, young David 
Finnegan was the victim. This 
year, Finnegan has assumed the 
role political predator, with 
Flynn his prey. 

But Finnegan isn’t the only 
candidate trying emulate 
White’s Machiavellian ways. The

hen former Democratic Con- 

rington Beverly was repre- 
senting the Sixth Congressional District 
Washington, from 1970 through 1978, 
was introduced the 
intricate and fascinating game federal- 
financed real-estate development. 
Those were heady years: urban-renewal 
monies flowed freely, transforming de- 
pressed inner-city waterfronts 
gleaming jewels and smalltime de- 
velopers into millionaires. Today, the 
former congressman himself 
smalltime real-estate consultant, one 
whose most ambitious project may the 
end help make him millionaire, but 
which, for now, has brought him the 
brink financial ruin. 

The trouble Tuck Point, five-acre 
tongue land sticking out into Beverly 
harbor. For the past years, Tuck Point 
has been used for storing oil and 
industrial chemicals. But 1978, the year 
Harrington left Congress become 
property developer, looked Tuck 
Point and saw not oil tanks and auto- 
body shops, but landscaped walks and 
harbor views. 1980, Harrington per- 
suaded three development partners, in- 
cluding the renowned North Shore 
property magnate Gerald Gauchberg, 
join him plan buy Tuck Point from 
chemical-storage company for $2.2 
million and build 135 luxury con- 
dominiums there. That project has been 
unmitigated migraine ever since. 

the Phoneix reported last January, 
Harrington’s success development 
consultant due least part his 
extensive contacts Washington. For 
the Tuck Point project, Harrington prom- 
ised coax million financing from 
the federal government the form 
Urban Development Action Grant 
(UDAG). “It was project,” said 
one person close the development. 
“He conceived it, chose the site, 
finessed the UDAG grant, brought the 
parties together.” The million UDAG, 
supported with taxpayers’ dollars, was 
approved the Washington office 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) 1981, even though the regional 
HUD office had rejected the proposal. 
the time, Harrington admitted his value 
the development lay primarily his 
ability get the partners “some atten- 
tion” from HUD. what you 
know,” told Phoenix reporter Sue 
Reinert. where your relationships 

the strength the impending 
UDAG grant, Harrington and his part- 
ners Gauchberg, Warren Sawyer 
Swampscott, and Kurt Schork New- 
buryport secured $5.8 million 
construction loan from Essexbank, 
Peabody, Janury 1982. less than 
eight other lending institutions joined 
Essexbank form financing con- 
sortium for the project. Under the terms 
the loan agreement, the four partners, 


calling themselves the One Beverly 


Development Corporation, were com- 
plete the first four multi-unit build- 
ings, unit with condominiums, 
December, 1982. Sales these first 
condos which would for about 
$135,000 apiece would help finance 
the three remaining buildings. One 


Beverly Development Corporation 
would required pay interest 
percent above the prime rate, which 
that time was hovering around 
percent, the fifth each month; the 
entire loan would come due July 
1983. 

Unfortunately for One Beverly De- 
velopment and especially 
for Harrington, the UDAG dollars never 
materialized. The development ran into 
snags almost from the beginning. First, 
partner Warren Sawyer former 
Peace Corps activist who met Harrington 
Washington and who has worked with 
Gauchberg and him other real-estate 
deals wanted the soil around the 
project tested for oil spills and chemical 
leaks before agree ahead with 
the land purchase. hired the en- 
vironmental-engineering firm Goldberg- 
Zonio-Duncliff Associates the soil 
test. The engineeers found not only oil 
and gasoline, but also the chemical 
solvent toluene, the 
chloride, and benzene, known 
carcinogen, the earth. 

According industrial hygenist Rich- 
ard Youngstrom, who consultant 
the state legislature toxic substances, 
toluene thinner used paints and 
glues. affects the nervous system 
causing headaches, dizziness, and nau- 
sea and irritates the mucus mem- 
branes, causing the eyes tear and the 
throat burn. Benzene used make 
mothballs, among other things. large 
concentrations has caused cancer 
animals. According Youngstrom, sol- 
vents, which are absorbed easily through 
the skin, can have immediate effects, 
such rashes; however, solvents don’t 
linger the bloodstream cause long- 
term problems. Furthermore, solvents 
exposed the air evaporate quickly, 
leaving harmful residue. 

the spring 1981, alarmed 
findings 
Tuck Point, the Beverly Board Health 
retreated from earlier approval and 
refused declare the site safe for 
housing. This delayed city Beverly 
occupancy permit, which 
standably kept the developers from 
selling any the condominium units. 
Next, the state Department Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
got into the act. The state placed Tuck 
Point internal list about sites 
Massachusetts the department had 
declared officially 
(Eventually, DEQE intends use this list 
determine which sites are eligible for 
clean-up assistance from the govern- 
“superfund.”) The state required 
the Beverly developers conduct more, 
costly tests and embark soil 
“reclamation” project, which involved 
spreading the soil out thin layer 
expose the air. When that happened, 
noxious smell surfaced, alerting neigh- 
bors (not mention potential buyers) 
the presence the chemicals. result 
all these problems, federal officials 
have put the UDAG grant hold until 
the local approvals are secured. 

Meanwhile, the Beverly investors re- 
designed the Tuck Point development 
comply with state health requirements. 
What had originally been slated for first- 
floor apartments became open-air

was that the ninth day

McLaughlin was released from 
prison 1981. Sullivan has 
served almost exactly years 
death row decade unsuc- 
cessful appeals and hard-won 
stays execution. Florida Gover- 
nor Robert Graham signed his 
death warrant 1979; Sullivan 
obtained stay just hours and 
minutes before his scheduled 
execution. second stay now 
effect, pending Supreme 
Court decision whether 
take his case. the court 
last resort declines grant him 
hearing, faces termination 
his stay and almost certain 
second death warrant. For Robert 
Austin Sullivan, that’s probably 
the bitter end. 

But the end not the story, not 
yet. For now, Sullivan’s the 
story man serving sentence 
the really meant 
impose: the sentence life 
before death.

For Rose Schmidt, 
widow, the pain occa- 
sioned the murder her 
husband not adequately com- 
municated with words. “You live 
every day, sir. There isn’t day 
that goes through that you don’t 
live it.” She pauses, seeming 
reflect whether the conversa- 
tion worth pursuing, whether 
total stranger could ever com- 
prehend even fraction her 
loss. You sense that the tele- 
phone line that runs between 
you, from Boston Cincinnati, 
hopelessly inadequate instru- 
ment for distilling her seething, 
intensely private emotions into 
language you can understand. 
breath, and then she says, 
quivering inside.” 

Only month before his ab- 
duction, Donald Schmidt had 
moved his 34-year-old wife and 
four children, ages two through 
13, from Grove City, Ohio, 
Miami. had worked long 
hours the restaurant business 
his whole life. was looking 
forward shorter workday, 
and better life with his family 
the Florida sun. His 
pearance was the beginning 
nightmare. Where was he? What 
had happened? Rose Schmidt 
and her children went days with- 
out sleep. Then came the visit 
from the men the bureau 
criminal investigation. Awkward- 
ly, they kept suggesting that Mrs. 
Schmidt put her children bed 
before they discussed what they 
had come for. The children were 
tired and shock. They clung 
their mother. Finally, one the 
cops could wait longer. “Well, 
woman,” Mrs. Schmidt remem- 
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bers him saying, one way 
tell it. You’re widow.” 

Then different nightmare. 
Who had done it? Are they after 
all us? The sense vulner- 
ability was palpable. could not 
the bathroom without 
leaving the door open, those kids 
were fearful that wasn’t 
coming back,” Mrs. Schmidt re- 
calls. 

Then the arrests, and the trial, 
and the sentence, and the years 
appeals, and the stays execu- 
tion all the while struggling 
make ends meet, support 
family five “on the kind 
money that mother with four 
chidren can earn.” The shame 
and frustrations welfare and 
food stamps and cutbacks 
Social Security 
benefits. And the lingering feel- 
ing that “we are not seeing justice 
done.” 

Was there any satisfaction, 
any other strong reaction, when 
she heard that the man who 
killed her husband was himself 
condemned die? “I’m not the 
type person who goes, ‘An eye 
for eye, and tooth for 
tooth.’ But [Sullivan] owed his 
life for what had done. [His 
didn’t bother me.” 

And how will Rose Schmidt, 
devout Catholic who has found 
much comfort religion since 
her husband’s death, feel and 
when Sullivan led the chair? 
the reason that myself and 
children had rough life. 
How will feel? That question 
that really can’t answered. 

“That,” says Rose Schmidt, “is 
between the Lord and I.”

For now, Sullivan survives 
the limbo what psychologists 
who have studied death-row in- 
mates have described living 
death.” the rare occasion 
“call-out” from his six-by-nine- 
foot cell for medical care, for 
visit from reporter friend 
searched before and after the 
meeting. Otherwise, locked 
week, hours the seventh, 
cell that contains stainless- 
steel toilet with seat, small

For with 206 prisoners under 
sentence death, the con- 
demned unit takes two full 
cellblocks cells tier, two 
tiers floor, three floors 
block. constructed con- 
crete and steel and painted 
pale yellow. The noise level 
clamorously high. Winter tem- 
peratures are cold; summer tem- 
peratures are sweltering. Each 
inmate permitted take five- 
minute shower alternating 
nights. Two three correctional 
officers man each eight-hour 
shift. law professor who 
visited Starke’s death row 
times 1977 discovered: 
typical day begins 5:45 a.m., 
when the lights are turned on. 
Breakfast brought the in- 
mates ‘runner,’ inmate 
who lives death row but not 
under death sentence, ap- 
proximately 6:30; powdered 
scrambled eggs and dry cereal are 
common breakfast items, and the 
coffee served undrinkable. 
Lunch served 11:30 a.m., and 
supper 4:30 p.m.” For many 
not most the condemned men

rail travel declined after 
World War the Essex lost its 
first-class status. The leather 
district the neighborhood 
surrounding the Essex 
declined, too, American shoe 
manufacturing was eroded 
foreign competition: Shoes were 
sunset industry New 


England, and the Essex became 
sunset hotel. 

Now, the area around South 
Station coming back, thanks 
the public-sector programs that 
have brought about modern 
renaissance Boston and the 
attendant private reinvestment 
downtown. The railroad station 
itself expected become 
major regional transportation 
center for trains, buses, rapid 
transit, and Logan Airport 
shuttles under the terms 
$150-million federal rehab 
project. The first phase the 
renewal scheduled get 
underway December. 
Unfortunately for the Essex 
tenants, the rebirth South 
Station almost certainly will 
accompanied rising property 
values and rents the area. 
Already, gleaming, alabastrine 
office tower has gone right 
next door the Essex, what 
was once asphalt parking lot. 
The 45-story Dewey Square 
once-depressed neighborhood 
more ways than one. 

Two years ago, the only 
downtown hotels offering low- 
cost weekly monthly room 
rates were the Essex; the Milner 
lower Charles Street; the 
Diplomat Chandler Street 
the South End; the Bradford 
Tremont Street; and the Avery 
near the Boston Common. The 
Avery, owned Carter Hotels 
New York (which also owns the 
Essex), suffered fire last year, 
which forced many the 
permanent guests move into 
the Essex. The Diplomat and the 
Bradford longer accept long- 
term residents, and the Milner 
has somewhat seedy reputation 
among hotel dwellers. 

Soon, the 100 permanent 
rooms the Hotel Essex may 
also eliminated from the city’s 
housing rolls. May, Carter 
Hotels sold the Essex Harold 
Brown Hamilton Realty (the 
single largest owner private 
housing New England) and 
development partner, Petros 
Palandjian. Brown and 
Palandjian plan gut the 84- 
year-old building and create 200 
luxury hotel suites one more 
rooms, with kitchenettes and 
baths each unit. Brown and 
Palandjian also reportedly plan 
build health club and indoor 
swimming pool the basement, 
and new restaurant and lounge. 
The Essex lobby will remain 
untouched, will the exterior 
the building, preserve what 
Harold Brown recently called its 
“ornate architectural detail.” 
(Neither Brown nor 
would return calls from the 
Phoenix.)

instead simply evicting them. 

proclaimed housing crisis and 
vacancy rate less than three 
percent, many tenant advocates 
want preserve hotel living 
low-cost housing alternative. But 
hotel dwellers are faced with 
frustrating bureaucratic 
Catch-22. Because hotel not 
officially home, rent- 
control and condominium- 
conversion laws not protect 
hotel tenants. The city’s rent- 
control ordinance specifically 
exempts “housing 
accommodations hotels, 
motels, inns, tourist homes, and 
rooming boarding houses, 
which are occupied the 
majority transient guests 
staying for period fewer than 
consecutive days.” the 
Essex, solid majority the 
rooms are occupied overnight 
guests, not occupied all.

government for rehabilitation 
grants rent subsidies.

Finally, because it’s private- 
market forces that are muscling 
lower-income hotel tenants out 
their homes today, there are 
few protections available. the 
1960s, urban-renewal projects, 
new highways, downtown 
civic-center developments were 
responsible for destroying much 
the SRO housing stock. Those 
projects were publicly financed 
token payments relocation 
benefits for the tenants who were 
dispossessed. But the more 
insidious and invidious 
forces gentrification and 
private-market whim not 
compensate their victims. 

other large cities, such 
San Francisco, St. Louis, and 
Seattle, hotels and other SROs 
are still thriving, though even 
San Francisco 6000 
hotel units were lost 
downtown commercial 
development between 1970 and 
1975 alone. Jon Garelick, Boston 
writer, describes his life the 
Harcourt Hotel Larkin Street 
San Francisco, establishment 
almost entirely populated 
long-term residents when was 
there 1975: “You didn’t have 
any room kick around any 
privacy, but guess was pretty 
good deal. They took care your 
meals and your linens. [The 
hotels] were like dormitories 
without universities attached. All 
these young people were living 
together these places where 
get breakfast and dinner, 
except for one night week, just 
like dorm, but instead 
shitty jobs out looking for 
shitty jobs.” 

The hotels were popular with 
young people because “you 
could take menial task 
pay your rent. guy would pay 
his rent cooking breakfast, 
running the front desk 
dishwashing.” Hotel residents 
would take their meals the 
cafeteria. was dorm food: 
chicken and peas, ham. You 
would pay the week. You 
could have single room get 
roommate, live with some 
stranger save money. lot 
people thought was doing 
very extravagant thing having 
single room.” 

Perhaps because the steady 
demand, San Francisco operates 
many innovative programs 
preserve what residential hotel 
rooms are left the city. 
Syndicates community groups 
are purchasing SROs outright, 
some with assistance from 
religious orders private 
foundations. The City Planning 
Department occasionally has 
required large downtown 
developers donate cash grants 
the city housing authority 
replace rehabilitate SRO 
housing their developments 
destroy. And San Francisco 
imposes tourist tax cents 
day per hotel room, the proceeds 
fram which provide operating 
subsidies for the residential 
hotels.

Still, Boston has had its 
successes. 1980 the Beacon 

Chambers, residential hotel for 
370 men Myrtle Street, was 

ravaged suspicious fire. The 
displaced tenants, represented 
lawyers from the Greater Boston 
Legal Services, went court, and

became something cause 
célébre. precedent-setting 
decision, Boston Housing Court 
Judge George Daher ruled that 
fire cannot destroy tenancy, 
which means that the residents 
will able move back into the 
Beacon Chambers once 
repaired. And the Rent Equity 
Board ruled that the hotel should 
included the rent-control 
law, the tenants could return 
roughly their old rents. Finally, 
the nonprofit Rogerson House, 
home for aged men Jamaica 
Plain, purchased the hotel with 
the help second mortgage 
from the original owners and 
$5.7 million loan from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency. The new Beacon 
Chambers, expected reopen 


Beacon House sometime this fall, 
will contain 143 efficiency 
apartments for elderly men. 
Because they include baths and 
kitchenettes, the new rooms can 
subsidized through federal 
funds. The rents also will kept 
low through renting the first floor 
commercial space and through 
direct grants from the Beacon Hill 
Civic Association and other 
private charities. 

Several the elderly men who 
will returning the new 
Beacon House this fall have been 
living the Hotel Essex for the 
past three years. But the 
renovated Beacon House still has 
nearly two-thirds fewer units 
than did before the fire. 
Although eight new luxury hotels 
have been built Boston the 
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last two years alone, the Essex 
remains valuable low-cost 
alternative, not just for the 
permanent residents, but for 
overnight guests well. John 
Gaffney, least, proud that the 
Essex little man’s hotel.” The 
city Boston needs low-cost 
hotel, says, and “if can get 
the powers that realize that, 
then maybe can remain, 
help ensure the operation the 
hotel during the dull season for 
guests.” probably isn’t what the 
new owners have 
mind, but it’s what the hotel 
tenants, who filed suit the 
Boston Housing Court June 
16, are requesting the court 
guarantee.

The first year college time that 
most people remember well, perhaps even 
fondly, but time that few would 
ever want repeat.

Before freshmen get down fine- 
tuning their act, however, they have 
get adjusted more immediate 
change: living with roommate. Unless 
they come from prep school house 
with eight siblings, most first-year stu- 
dents arrive college accustomed 
having room their own. Sharing 
cramped quarters with someone else, 
even they start out friends, takes some 
getting used to. 

Everything rosy first, during what 
can called Feathering the Nest. 
Stereos are situated, posters positioned, 
and arrangements made whereby one 
person does not have suffer the 
rarefied atmosphere the top bunk for 
the entire year. Compromise the rule. 
One freshman roommates, for 
example, showed with antique 
enlarger that looked like 
unthreatening place. 

But positioning stereos and death-ray 
enlargers nothing compared the next 
stage, which, Rodgers and Hammer- 
stein, might called “Getting Know 
You.” the hours and days pass, 
freshmen find out what sort characters 
the fates have saddled them with.

College administrators have various 
means handling newcomers and 
making sure they get good start toward 
that BA. Harvard segregates its 
freshmen from the rest the college; 
they all live Harvard Yard just 
outside it. This way they can run wild, 
paranoid, and suffer through their 
changes with minimum bother 
everyone else. 

Other colleges throw freshmen with 
the upperclassmen. This school 
thought holds that the wiser, more 
mature collegiates will temper the ex- 
cesses their young charges and help 
them adjust the difficulties the 
academic life. least that’s the theory. 
practice, the older crowd usually 
winds gleefully teaching the younger 
ones the most efficient and satisfying 
ways sin. 

When was the University 
Tennessee, underage drinkers would 
give our money cooperative senior, 
who would make pilgrimage the 
local liquor store and stagger back with 
boxes full John Barleycorn. room- 
mate and conditioned years home 
buying the large economy size, put 
order for half gallon Bacardi rum. 
the time was emptied scant few 
days later neither could look 
rum drink the eye without turning 
green around the gills, condition that 
hung for years. 

Another roommate and his “per- 
verted” friends came college lusting 
after delights the flesh. After 
upperclassman supplied the necessary 
fake IDs, they scrambled off the local 
porn-movie palace partake the 
rated wonders within. Erect their seats, 
they stared open-mouthed goings 
that they had never dreamed 
Tullahoma, Tennessee. The reverie was 
shattered the increasingly loud sound 
sirens right outside the theater. Our 
intrepid voyeurs, flogged guilty con- 
sciences, immediately assumed the com- 
motion was police raid the premises. 
They bolted from their seats, clawed 
their way over other patrons, and ran out 
side door, there limply witness 
procession fire engines racing off 
distant conflagration. The grim-faced 
ticket taker would not let them back in, 
and they sheepishly trudged back 
their rooms and related their tale and 
regretted doing for long time. 

More than any thing else, freshman 
year excellent time run totally 
amuck. It’s the time learn blow 
smoke rings, find out how shoot 
beer, and eat pizza a.m. 

The intensive course running amok 
takes place during Freshman Week, 
period set aside overly optimistic 
college authorities the hopes that 
freshmen will get situated before the 
academic whip comes down. Colleges fill 
these days with seminars and orien- 
tations, but deep down everyone knows 
that every night Saturday night and 
just the right time check out place 
with the curious name Spit. 

But sooner later, sure the 
morning after follows the night before, 
the academic bells begin toll, and 
there’s another set things fitted 
into already busy schedule rising 
hopes and raising hell. the beginning, 
college classes come welcome 
change from high school. There are 
hall passes, and lecturers care not 
students come class stay bed. This 
academic freedom exhilarating. 
first. Then freshmen begin realize that 
the faculty really expects them read 
500 pages per week, and that paper 
comparing Macbeth and King Lear and 
concluding that “both are interesting 
characters” cut the mustard. “But 
that’s the first ‘C’ ever got,” one student 


lamented writing instructor. The 
reply brimmed with assurance: “Keep 
writing like that and you'll get used it.” 

Most adapt and some even thrive. 
They revel subjects and teachers who 
challenge them ways that high school 
never could. Others find that going 
college one hassle after another and 
become caught constant miasma 
misunderstood assignments 
papers. few hang and home. 
One friend with whom went school 
for years lasted just one day and one 
night college. 

Most the survivors strike balance 
that makes room for studying, good 
times, and only occasional lost 
weekend. They find, like did, that the 
traumas and adjustments being 
freshman diminish the academic year 


marches toward summer, and eventually 
the agonies and ecstasies become the 
material for after-dinner stories. 

But you try reassure the current 
group freshmen, standing they 
self-conscious groups, they 
believe you. Just you have 
believed anyone who tried tell you 
that things would work out all right.

wenty-nine-year-old 
Anne Hoffman shakes her 
head, takes deep breath, 
and confesses that though she 
was the product decidedly 
upper-middle-class family, she 
has had hard time coming 
terms with money. Hoffman, the 
owner Cambridge pottery 
shop, inherited 
portfolio from her maternal 
grandfather the tender age 
21. The acquisition changed 
and confused her life: that 
much money and what repre- 
sented did not jibe with her 
political beliefs. 

Over the next several years, 
Hoffman followed the path 
least resistance and simply ig- 
nored the money. Eventually, 
however, she realized the best 
way effect social change was 
use her assets toward the ends 
she desired. The portfolio wasn’t 
case “if you can’t beat ‘em, join 
‘em.” Hoffman bid farewell 
the family broker and took her 
business the United States 
Trust Company Boston (UST), 
medium-size bank that has 
been running sensitive” 
accounts for individuals and in- 
stitutions alike for over decade. 
She could tell her investment 
adviser only that she wanted the 
money toward something 
“useful” and that she was against 
environmental abuse 
politics South Africa. Today 
the portfolio, spawned the 
capitalist tradition blue-chip 
Kodak, Exxon, and IBM, helps 
fund, among other things, 
farm cooperatives, solar-energy 
manufacturers, alternative- 
energy utilities, and publishing 
house. 

Hoffman, self-professed so- 
cialist who voluntarily lives 
$8000 year, doing well 
enough give away average 
$5000 annually community 
activists across New England, via 
the Haymarket People’s Fund, 
nonprofit public foundation that 
aids New England community 
activists. One year, those “dona- 


tions” totaled $12,000. She says, 
“The idea making money off 
the labor others still bothers 
me. way complacent 
about money; but feel 
reached good compromise and 
businesses the process. The 
longer unconscionable. 
taken stand.” 

The quest make clean buck 
not new. But what Hoffman and 
growing number others like 
her are doing with their money

Robert Kegan’s progress report

ost people would surprised, 
and more than little amused, 

learn how faddish intellec- 
tual currents are the academy.

Such are 
the reflections that occupy one reader 
Robert Kegan’s remarkable theory 
personality, set forth The Evolving 
Self: Problem and Process Human 
Development (Harvard University Press, 
318 pages, $7.95 paper). Kegan thinks 
he’s something big, which the 
rule among authors, but just may 
correct his assumption, which the 
exception. 

The Evolving Self attempt 
develop framework that accounts for 
human development integrating and 
improving several existing theories. 
Briefly, the book synthesis 
theory. 
Moreover, synthesis that radically 
changes the perspective its parts 
offering existential reformulation 
personality theory itself. The subject 
model the subject not one 
more phenomenon-to-be-studied but the 
human chooses and grows and 
lives. 

Jean Piaget, the Swiss psychologist 
who was fascinated with how our 
thinking develops, constructed model 
based cognitive stages that be- 
lieved were invariant and hierarchical: 
Stage always follows Stage and the 
later stage always includes everything 
the earlier one and then some. Thus,

that seems capture the best each. 
His sources and examples, moreover, are 
impressively varied: writes 
theorist, therapist, researcher, and 
parent; crosses disciplinary lines with 
gusto; draws from case histories, from 
New Yorker cartoons, from Chassidic 
stories. 

What reader confronted with new 
theory must ask whether provides 
better lens through which look 
familiar phenomena. Kegan eager 
test out his model, using describe 
and reinterpret the Cedipal crisis, school 
phobia, homosexual panic, and other 
problems. one paragraph, uses the 
idea losing the imperial self and 
moving the interpersonal stage 
tool for understanding the usual defense 
mechanisms, along with psychotic de- 
lusions, reality testing, and 
“assimilation.” the last chapter, 
moreover, brings his understanding 
therapy (following the client’s lead and 
facilitating his her natural healing 
process), describing far more incisively 
than Carl Rogers ever did how empathy 
and the absence direction feel the 
client. 

The chance see familiar ideas and 
events new way can positively 
exciting for reader, and this can happen 
only because Kegan that rarest 
creatures: researcher who takes theory 
seriously. models development are 
rarely synthetic, for the same reason 
that they don’t connect knowing with 
being: because their 
grounding the underlying issues, the 
philosophical underpinnings. Rogers 
once wrote, “In these days, most psy- 
chologists regard insult they are 
accused thinking philosophical 
thoughts.” Kegan happy exception 
this depressingly accurate assessment.

Impressions greatness

The chance 
study the physical qualities 
work one the pleasures found 
the bracing retrospective New 
York’s Metropolitan Museum Art 
(through November 27). The Manet 
exhibit has had lot advance publicity 
the New York press, but unlikely 
the blockbuster event that “The 
Vatican Collection” was. art 
too reserved, too puzzling, grist for 
the kind media hooplah that turns 
painting show into phenomenon. The 
qualities that made work con- 
troversial his time are barely con- 
spicuous today. The tremors 
modernist sensibility reached such 
shattering pitch the century after 
death (in 1883) that have 
alert detect their early stirrings 
his art. 

Manet was born 1832, the son 
high government official. His family 
grudgingly respected his ambition 
become artist only after failed 
repeatedly launch career naval 
officer. had always shown natural 
facility for drawing; young man, 
studied with Thomas Couture and 
diligently copied works earlier masters 
the Louvre. Although was in- 
capable slavish imitation, was 
adept borrowing techniques and for- 
mats from the artists admired (Velaz- 
miniscences Manet concur describ- 
ing him urbane, vigorous, un- 
pretentious man who preferred making 
art talking about it. “leader- 
ship” the Impressionists was some- 
thing never laid claim to, yet the 
affinities between his late works and 
concurrent paintings Monet, Degas, 
and others undeniable. This exhibition 
omits some major works, particularly 
Olympia and déjeuner sur 
(which will apparently hang 
Louvre when the show appears there), 
but makes clear the mercurial quality 
art. craved public acceptance, 
but seems never have thought 
compromising his impulses for the sake 
achieving commercial success. And 


said have been surprised the 
official and popular denigration his 
work, but evidently preferred con- 
troversy obscurity. 

Among the most controversial his 
early paintings were his few attempts 
traditional religious themes. Two 
them, The Dead Christ with Angels and 
Jesus Mocked the Soldiers, still shock. 
What makes The Dead Christ with 
Angels striking its realism. The 
figure Christ cadaverous and 
massive had been painted 
Courbet. The two angels that attend him 
are less fleshly, despite their feathery 
wings. can scarcely keep from 
seeing them the studio models they 
must have been. Despite references 
Veronese and Mantegna, and the sym- 
bolism the serpent the 
foreground, the painting appears more 
accord with religious skepticism than 
with faith. The trace halo that rings 
the head Jesus seems acknowledge 
that the scene belongs more profoundly 
the history artistic convention than 
that any spiritual sentiment. The 
only inkling transcendence the 
very transmutation paint into vision 
figures that are not literally present, 
vasive here the palpability the 
medium itself. Jesus Mocked the 
Soldiers, with its emphasis 
pasty flesh and the soldiers’ derision, 
even more painful contemplate. The 
painting seems envision the scene 
soldiers might have per- 
ceived it. And the inability see 
the painting promise grace 
becomes almost admission faith- 
lessness. Contemporary 
urally refused accept the indictment 
implicit the picture’s style and blamed 
the artist for degrading sacred subject 
with vulgar handling paint and 
figuration. 

Few major paintings are 
confrontational these two works, but 
they are consistent their emphasis 
the reality the medium. Art historians 
trace the tendency toward increasing 
flatness modernist painting 
elimination modeling (the subtle 
gradations tone that make figure 
convincingly round). Anne Coffin 
Hanson points out her catalogue 
essay, Manet made the brushstrokes 
themselves the work tonal grada- 
tions; the facture the paint, rather than 
its coloration, indicates the physical 
structure the subject was rendering. 
sense visual information about the 
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volume his figures, you have look 
the paint. cannot ignored favor 
the subject. clinch this point 
another way, Manet rarely made the 
subject his paintings obvious. From 
The Dead Toreador Bar the Folies- 
Bergére, are never sure 
attitude: some his works are clearly 
meant flout pictorial conventions, 
while others seem pretexts for 
stirring paint into vivid, delicious con- 
figurations. 

all the works the Met, Bar 
the Folies-Bergére leaves perhaps the 
most lasting impression. Serving almost 
centerpiece the last gallery, this 
astonishing late painting func- 
tions compendium the signal 
qualities art. Its subject 
barmaid café-concert much vogue 
Paris. Leaning marble bar 
that supports several 
(bottles, bowl fruit, vase 
flowers), she stares blankly the viewer, 
who put the position the 
customer. Behind the bar, mirror 
reflects the concert hall, with its massive 
chandeliers and crowded balcony; also 
reflects what appears the figure 
the barmaid facing vague male cus- 
tomer who seems correspond the 
painting’s viewer. Bar the Folies- 
Impressionist glimpse everyday work- 
ing life, interior scene, collection 
still-lifes, and visual conundrum that 
can looked endlessly, seems, 
without yielding unambiguous mean- 
ing. Most all, though, tour 
force paint handling. Manet has 
mustered all his resources for slowing 
down the consumption the 
picture. cannot dispose this 
painting recognizing its subject, its 
pictorial conventions, its technique, 
any other standard means. The painting 
exists not only looked at, but also 
thought about, that looking and 
thinking will have bear upon each 
other with increasing energy the longer 
they are carried on. What makes Bar 
the Folies-Bergére landmark mod- 
ernism just this ability sustain 
attention, enrich interpretation (and 
thus the life the observer) creating 
the right kind resistance. 

There are many grand and ambitious 
paintings included the Manet show, 
but some the most memorable exam- 
ples pure painting occur the small 
still-lifes that the artist dashed off 
exercises gifts, such the single 
Asparagus and The Bunch Violets. 
There are all manner themes 
crisscrossing art, but when 
large number works are brought 
together this retrospective, the 
largest and most intimate theme all 
comes clear: love painting. This 
theme that must not overlooked 
anyone thinking about what modernism 
(or was), and there more 
immediate vision what means than 
the Manet exhibition.

matical racial and sexist epithets through 
the years. The actor, recently de- 
Archified, was born and bred New 
York, was educated Ireland, and has 
master’s degree English (which should 
set the University Montana, where 
acquired it, back the time Chaucer).

But the complete Porgy and 
Bess quite achieved that form 
security. When fails, Gershwin takes 
the blame. His attempt create opera, 
inherently Broadway material has been 
criticized from the very 
beginning. Even 1935, the standard 


19th-century, European operatic form 
arias linked sung recitatives could 
hardly called forward-looking. And 
though some the songs, like the 
extraordinary “My Man’s Gone Now,” 
rise the kind intensity that trained 
operatic voice can offer, and though 
some the choral sections achieve 
complexity beyond anything as- 
sociate with Broadway, basic 
idiom remains that musical comedy. 
His opera-house orchestrations are in- 
flated and pedestrian; the recitatives are 
superficially imagined and 
ponderous, they hold the action 
rather than move forward. Wanting 
dignify his subject, Gershwin risked 
kind pretentiousness that seemed (and 
still seems) both condescending and 
amateurish. course, Porgy and Bess 
American opera, and one written 
famous songwriter naturally critics 
were suspicious. But there does seem 
part, eagerness overcompensate for 
his previous popular success. And yet, 
and yet ... when production Porgy 
and Bess works, questions genre and 
technique become merely academic, and 
more insidious questions about the way 
rich whites write about poor blacks 
simply dissolve before the human force 
the best music. 

For reasons usually having little 
with aesthetic issues, producers Porgy 
and Bess have tried, over the years, 
minimize its operatic elements. Re- 
citatives have been replaced spoken 
dialogue; entire numbers have been cut 
reduce playing time. Gershwin himself 
never saw production had 
originally conceived it. Even before the 
pre-Broadway tryout 1935 (at the 
Colonial), the Theatre Guild made him 
drop the opening (“Brown 
piano sequence because would 
have required additional set. The 
“Buzzard Song,” powerful 
premonition, and evasion, forth- 
coming trouble, was probably not heard 
public before the 1942 revival, five 
years after Gershwin’s death (and 
been often since then).

Always one wear his influences his 
sleeve (like David Bowie, though Hunter 
less subtle and less calculating about 
than his one-time mentor), here 
invokes John Lennon (dead-on with 
Goin’ On” and “Seeing 
the Clash (with the drawn-out 
“Death ‘n’ Glory even Marc 
Bolan (the Rex-tasy “That Girl 
Rock ‘n’ Ever since the days 
Mott the Hoople, finest work 
has verged self-parody; but what has 
saved him (when has) the brashness 
and generosity his wholesale ap- 
propriations. great, altruistic fan. 
not only shares his enthusiasm for the 
music that has shaped him, but makes 
over rock’s lexicon his own 
image. doing, recovers within 
sympathy, and eloquence. 

Although years with Mott the 
Hoople are doubtless viewed the 
pinnacle his career, the band’s begin- 


_nings were less than auspicious. Formed 


1969 grungy, garage-band alterna- 
tive flower power/good vibes, Mott 
was raunchy and aimlessly derivative. 
The four albums they recorded for 
Atlantic, from 1969 late 1972, were 
long shapeless noise and inchoate 
ambition, short intelligibility and 
common sense. Still, Brain Capers, the 
last these, was promising improve- 
ment. Hunter asserted himself the 
group’s leader, and exhibited 
yowling fascination with death that 
almost redeemed the band’s thumping 
fascination with sloppy power chords. 
Mott gained ground live attraction 
(they induced the riot that led the 
banning all rock acts from Albert Hall, 
less), but the album and 
Atlantic dropped them (somehow the 
folks there see the commercial 
appeal “Death May Your Santa 

Come 1972, broke, embittered, and 
without record label, the band split up. 
And would have stayed split David 
Bowie stepped and offered 
them his services producer, deal with 
his manager, and contract with Colum- 
bia.

uring the summer: Parade maga- 
zine reported that Nancy

was Soft Cell’s Love.” Yes, the 
superstar stranglehold rock has weak- 
ened this year, thanks Sunny Adé, 
Prince, R.E.M., New Order, Eddy Grant, 
Yaz, and New Edition, among others. 
the other hand, punk rage now 
considered far more tainted than elec- 
tropop love. The year’s sharpest hardcore 
records, Minor Threat’s Out Step and 
the Bad Brains’ Rock for Light, lashed 
ruthlessly peers and elders, but behind 
all that Sturm und Drang was persistent 
despair: the date for doomsday fixed, 
these bands are saying, and the best 
can manage the meantime get 
tough, get ours, and get ready; the 
apocalypse hour, skinheads will die 
game and rastafarian punks will slam- 
dance into the sky toward Jah. These 
bands have given the goal that 


sustained even Rotten 


over the world. not convinced 
they can win over more than handful 
fans. Nowadays, raw rock and roll gives 
damned hardboiled hopes. 

Oh, for the crazed old days the late 
‘70s, when punks wore safety pins and 
the Sex Pistols were loaded with live 
ammo, when London/New York/Akron 
were epicenters and 
cisco/Athens were nowhere. The punks 
with properly catastrophic social con- 
text were British. Only American 
chauvinists insisted that Blondie, the 
Ramones, Devo, Television, 
Dead Boys could match the best the 
British thrill for thrill, yowl for yowl. And 
California particular was miasma 
punk hacks those years, right? Untrue 
rock and roll, nostalgia rots the 
senses and bullies history. Take the 
Avengers (but not for ride, not into 
your mushy heart, and not for granted). 
Drummer Danny Furious, bassist James 
Wilsey, guitarist/singer Greg Ingraham, 
and lead singer Penelope Houston were 
from San Francisco, got together 1977, 
opened for the Sex Pistols Winterland, 
released two EPs, and broke around 
the time that hardcore was asserting 


(surely one the great rock titles). 
lilting acoustic ballad, laid out love 
story that was part reverie, part fever 
dream; musically picked the 
last notes “Maggie May” left off, while 
Hunter sang with more knowledgable 
sadness than would ever muster 
again. 

There’s more the story Mott the 
Hoople, but little consequence. There 
was another studio album (The Hoople) 
and concert recording (Live). Neither 
was half bad; neither was any more than 
that. couple excellent singles came 
out (“Roll Away the Stone” and “Satur- 
day Gigs”), but the band was falling 
apart and Hunter was weary it. late 
1974, and his mates (or what was left 


them) parted ways; 1975, came 


out with Jan Hunter, strong too- 
predictable LP. Besides All American 
Alien Boy (song-poetry the songs) 
and Overnight Angels (rock-pandering 
sans the rock), set the pattern for his 
subsequent solo records: sly and con- 
servative hard rock offset sentimental 
and conservative ballads. few terrific 
(or very nearly so) spots, the rest 
moderately highly listenable, 


screamingly arid patches the

There’s way All the Good Ones 
Are Taken anything but more the 
same, and yet it’s the best record 
Hunter’s done since Mott. more 
spirited, more and just 
plain sillier. The tunes are solidly catchy, 
and his studio mates get them kick in: 
apply the light touch when it’s needed, 
but don’t stint your basic whomp, 
either. roughhouse singing, too, 
unexpectedly pointed, taking relish 
biting off such mindless phrases 
$36.50 for room with view.” the 
two versions the title song, the soft, 
forlorn one that closes the album 
superior, but the uptempo single version 
quite palatable well (even could 
have been done Billy Joel 
expansively subtle mood).

pieces dance staging ever built, “It’s 


Raining Men” exposed all the form’s gay codes:

Weather” gal, Lena Horne) comeuppance 
rock and roll’s hetero macho. “It’s Raining Men” 
became national hit through its wild and grabby 
imagery and its aptly funky vocals, not through 
its encoded gay attitudes. The kind high-energy 
hits gay clubs like now are broken-and-bluesy, 
whispery records like Hazell Dean’s 
Gotta Find Man)”; perfect confections 
defensively overplayed Eurodisco like Miguel 
Brown’s “So Many Men, Little Time” and 
Pamela Don’t Want Talk About It” 
are automatic WXKS, which year ago 
have dreamed endorsing silky post- 
disco shocks. 

“So Many Men, Little Time” and Don’t 
Want Talk About It” can play every dance 
taste, including that people who don’t know 
about (and probably would reject) the empathies 
and affections that high-energy disco’s extremists 
express, and Brown and Stanley don’t compromise 
the form. One gay disco’s most persistent 
fantasies proclaim limitless sexual liberty 
female voice, and Brown’s “So Many Men, 
Little Time” proclaims such liberation more 
promiscuously than any previous high-energy hit. 
Although “It’s Raining Men” obviously gave 
Brown the idea, she doesn’t simply look around 
the rain, she wants all the rain fall her.

their bodies tonight,” she professes, the 
soulfully selfish, snobby highs that have led gay- 
male disco since Gloria Gaynor. And when her 
rhythm section complies serving 60, 70, 100 
jet bursts and streak breaks, even break-dancers 
and radio-disco’s casual fans can dance part 
Brown’s harem.

which encompasses movies, 
proves that many British film- 
makers besides Hitchcock have 
given their countrymen good, 
healthy mental shakeups. The 
following four films, which are 
among the most exciting the 
festival, should turn the Brattle 
into Pleasure Dome. 


The Thief Bagdad (1940) 
British culture generally isn’t 
kind children, yet this Alex- 
ander Korda production one 
the four five best kids’ movies 


ever made perhaps because 
Korda, Hungarian émigré who 
times out-Angloed the Anglos, 
surrounded himself for this one 
project with such disparate mov- 
iemakers his brother Zoltan, 
Ludwig Berger, Michael Powell, 
Tim Whelan, and William 
Cameron Menzies.

Know Where 
(1945) 

producers/directors/scenarists 
Michael Powell and Emeric 
Pressburger, Know Where I’m 
Going the find the festival 
light yet poignant and lyrical 
romance, set the Hebrides, that 
enormously 
Hero and still surpasses it. Tory 
critics often denounced Powell 
and Pressburger for their kitschi- 
ness, but Know Where 
Going they proved that they had 
more elemental sense British 
culture than any their peers, 
well stylistic and emotional 
venturesomeness topped only 
Hitchcock and Carol Reed. 
describe this movie “breezy” 
would wrong; right from the 
ingeniously placed credits, 
moves with whoosh. Wendy 
Hiller brings the same avidity 
the role the heroine (plainly 
named Joan Webster) that she did 
Eliza Doolittle Pygmalion. 
Hiller was incandescent when- 
ever she played aggressive 
bustlers here, times, she’s 
almost the English variation 
Ginger Rogers and the more 
she goes all-out with her blunt 
energy and ambitions, the more 
piercing her tenderness becomes. 
Joan Webster and 
prototype the 
smart young Englishwoman 
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midcentury, intent 
ahead; trekking the remote 
Scottish island rented her 
tycoon fiancé, she fully intends 
marry for money. But when, for 
days end, gale prevents her 
from reaching her betrothed, she 
falls love with highlander 
Torquil McNeil (Roger Livesey), 
the true Laird Kiloran and the 
tycoon’s landlord. 
herself awakening intangibles 
through will weighed 
pounds. 

prefer this movie Local 
Hero partly for the same reason 
prefer The Four Feathers The 
Deer Hunter. The moviemakers 
stick relatively simple story 
but allow complications filter 
through. They 
through poorly plotted story 
the hope reaching profundity 
through confusion. Powell and 
Pressburger imbue the love story 
with the communal feelings that 
are the positive heritage 
feudalism, and with suggestions 
Gaelic sorcery and medieval 
Fate. And though the mov- 
ie’s narrative technique 
straightforward, its moral and 
cinematic points view are 
densely ambiguous. Unlike the 
natives Local Hero, these 
highlanders don’t have any il- 
lusions about money: they re- 
spect (and even understand 
but they 
know isn’t everything. They 
don’t all rush sell out. The 
filmmakers never sentimentalize 
the highlanders simple folk, 
and they don’t condescend 
Joan, either they see the 
whimsy and vitality her mate- 
rialism the qualities that will 
make her awakening possible. 
the hero, Roger Livesey has 
innate country grace and vel- 
vety, rolling voice that 
precious musical instrument. 
Both traits set him apart from 
Joan’s brutally efficient suitor, 
who not seen, only heard 
barking over short-wave radio.

The Third Man (1949) 

When the British film maga- 
zine Sight and Sound conducted 
its latest international critics’ poll 
all-time favorite movies, The 
Third Man, directed Carol 
Reed and written Graham 
Greene, was the only British film 
even awarded honorable 
mention. This movie about the 
black market postwar Vienna 
has acquired classic status for its 
ambiance fear and futility, its 
dry doomsday wit, its erotic 
melancholy, and (second ac- 
claim only Orson 
performance the irresistible 
villain, Harry Lime) the use 
single musical instrument, Anton 
Karas’s zither, add carnival- 
like counterpoint the old Welt- 
schmerz blues. But what may 
most fascinating audiences 
today how the male lead 
(Joseph Cotten) resembles the 
blundering 
Graham Greene’s other writing 
about political hot spots. The 
person who should get credit for 
this cross-cultural resonance is, 
with fitting irony, not Greene 
himself but Carol Reed, who cast 
Orson Welles Lime (David 
Selznick wanted Noel Coward!) 
and chose longtime Welles col- 
laborator Joseph Cotten the 
writer-buddy swept Lime’s 


circle deceit. 

played Welles, Harry 
Lime not the corrupted English 
public-school hero whom Greene 
had envisioned. Instead, he’s 
bouncing American boy who sees 
the world source plunder. 
The one real hero the film 
the knowing English military 
police officer (played with elo- 
quent gravity Trevor How- 
American Holly Martins, played 
Cotten writer who be- 
lieves the values his own 
pulp Westerns. Unlike Greene’s 
Martins, he’s not English 
amateur sleuth but somewhat 
pathetic imitation frontier 
Westerner, always making sen- 
timental gestures that invariably 
bollix the works; gains his 
only real-life showdown after 
setting his oldest friend. 
blithely barges everybody 
and mispronounces their names 
it’s though felt that his 
American innocence gave him 
special dispensation. The con- 


stant references Martins’s skills 
storyteller his masterly 
building suspense must 
have become in-joke for Reed 
and his collaborators, who build 
their suspense less through in- 
tricate plotting galloping ac- 
tion than through oblique touch- 
es: the portrayal murder 
victim’s son haunted gnome, 
the unsettling camera angles 
that depict the earth out kilter. 
the movie, 
American director William Wyler 
gave Reed spirit level steady 
his cameras.) The Third Man 
Tory movie that beats the Rebels 
their own game. 


Lawrence Arabia (1962) 
The sure litmus test for 
whether English-movie 
lover any film David Lean. 
His temperament has the 
telligent literalness that’s Eng- 
lish artistic hallmark, 
career has been traditional 
any apprentice’s medieval 
guild. was considered “either 
not very bright incorrigibly 
lazy” school and drifted into 
accounting (he was lousy it) 
before entering low-level movie 
numbers-board boy, became 
assistant editor and then 
ace editor.

Lean considers himself 
less the author his films than 
tor/conductor, has developed 
what could called the “in- 
visible cinema”: the 
hand tucked inside the folds 
his story. But critics like André 
Bazin, Lean peaked early, and 
he’s never regained the lofty 
critical praise won with adap- 
tations like Brief Encounters and 
Choice. The flux 
Lean’s reputation reflects the 
critical tide more than does the 
slackening his work. Although 
international critics throughout 
the ‘50s and ‘60s were calling for 
personal movies, Lean’s methods 
remained Olympian and im- 
personal perfectly suited the 
blockbusters that (to these critics’ 
alarm) were sweeping every 
movie industry. Yet The Bridge 
the River Kwai and Lawrence 
Arabia the better half 
super-productions were 
vivid and engrossing, whereas 


even Doctor Zhivago and 
Daughter had the high-gloss look 
old Life-magazine photogra- 
phy. And today many the most 
ostentatiously personal directors, 
from Stanley Kubrick and Sam 
Peckinpah Francis Coppola 
and Brian Palma, swear al- 
legiance Lean. 

Lawrence Arabia looks bet- 
ter today than did two decades 
ago. It’s still the most satisfying 
attempt modern movies 
interpret spectacular historical 
events through one man’s per- 
spective. seen Lean and his 
scenarist, Robert Bolt, Lawrence 
takes the white man’s burden 
his own slight shoulders and lugs 
into the 20th century. Follow- 
ing English literary tradition that 
dates back least Thomas 
Carlisle, Lean believes the 
Great Man theory history: his 
Lawrence shapes events the 
process fulfilling himself. (The 
film presented flashback 
emanated from collec- 
tive unconscious.) bastard 
without strong identity, Law- 
rence welcomes the 1916 Arab 
revolt against Turkey op- 
portunity create myth from 
his own clay. But despite Law- 
rence’s military success with the 
Arabs, can never become one 
them. His failure establish 


ing with whoosh 


effective governing federation 
among the different tribes punc- 
tures his dream Arab integrity 
and his illusion becoming 
their savior. His horror his own 
war-fed sadomasochism and 
megalomania makes him long for 
the life ordinary soldier. 
Lean’s movie 
whelmingly sensuous precisely 
because constructed 
fastidiously. the worst scenes 
watch Lawrence brood end- 
lessly over the vast expanse 
the desert Maurice Jarre’s 
music tries duplicate his 
thought processes, but nearly 
every other sequence has 
spring-driven energy. There’s 
such thing, Lean’s best work, 
mere “bridging sequence.” 
When depicts in- 
itial desert journey and growing 
friendship with Bedouin guide, 
uses strict horizontal pans and 
flatly intercuts them with two- 
shots close-ups the camel- 
mounted pair; when panning 
with the travelers, cuts both 


their movement and the 
desert shapes that ex- 
perience the feel desert travel; 
and when cuts portraiture, 
the characters’ positions and the 
bent their heads suggest the 
growth their relationship. The 
transition into the next sequence 
fast dissolve from dazzling 
skyscape the bottom rival 
well.

seem willing acknowledge. 

For the Bicentennial, Sherwin 
Goldman and the Houston 
Opera produced uncut ver- 
sion, which later played Broad- 
way (winning Tony) and toured 
widely. The Boston leg that 
tour was muddied mini- 
scandal when Clamma Dale, who 
received critical raves for her 
opening-night Bess, never reap- 
peared. (One her replacements 
was Wilhelminia Fernandez, who 
was blank and vocally limited 
she was Diva.) That produc- 
tion has been redone, and it’s 
town again (“Direct from New 
York’s Radio City Music 
Unfortunately, this current ver- 
sion adds more than 
solves. 

For instance, the decision 
have only one intermission in- 
stead two. The producers 
evidently wanted shorten 
already long evening. Fine with 
me. But Gershwin’s original three 
acts much faster than the

act endings shift the 
emphasis from the love story 
the community large.

And there are deeper prob- 
lems. Whatever universal themes 
about suffering and heroism and 
mastering oneself Porgy and Bess 
accrues, they emerge from the 
attitudes and styles its own 
period. Porgy and Bess isn’t just 
set the represents the 
Those attitudes and styles 
don’t make unless they 
have the look and sound their 
time, unless they are conveyed 
from the innocent perspective 
their original context. But this 
production has style and 
conveys attitude. What are 
make Porgy, the crippled 
beggar who sings Got Plenty 
Nuttin’,” who costumed with 
extensive wardrobe tight- 
fitting cords? Wouldn’t single 
pair baggy pants more 
appropriate? wrong give 
Porgy the Jordache look? Such 
thoughtlessness was reflected 
the performances and the 
staging. Michael Smartt, the 
opening-night Porgy, seemed 
having wonderful time 
scooting himself around his 
knees, his little cart were 
hip new kind skateboard. 
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Porgy supposed pain? 
Even the Strawberry Woman 


-(Denice Woods, who had the best 


voice the show) was selling her 
strawberries those little green 
plastic baskets you get the 
supermarket. least the cast 
stopped short slapping one 
palms, but hardly any- 
thing anyone did had authen- 
tic ring. Only Larry Storch, the 
veteran comedian, the bullying 
white detective, Larry Marshall 
sleazy, slick Sportin’ Life, 
and the towering, brassy Loretta 
Holkmann Maria, the itchy- 
fingered but good-hearted Cat- 
fish Row busybody, struck any 
kind balance between period 
caricature and rounded charac- 
terization (with emphasis vig- 
orously the former). 

Musically, too, there’s some- 
thing neutered 
about this production. These 
mainly young singers (some 
them out the chorus the 
1976 company) been ad- 
vised that certain period man- 
nerisms were written into the 
score (like the Ruth Etting/Fred 
Astaire grace notes “Porgy, 
your wo-uh-man now”). They 
are not meant sung for their 
formal note values. But they 
were; too much the singing 
had the pose, not the quality, 
Juilliard. (Even the Southern ac- 
cents were inconsistent thicker 
the songs, where they are 
already familiar, than the 
dialogue. one extreme, Smartt 
intoned “Bring goat, 
say” Porgy were auditioning 
for Othello.) 

This production been 
around for while, and most 
the performances had the look 
routine, except that some the 
routines were more sloppily ex- 
ecuted than others. (What actu- 
ally happens the crap game? 
the storm?) Opening night 
lacked even the usual opening- 
night spark. singer could 
expected sing leading role 
this version eight times week, 
there are, necessarily, multiple 
casts. But there’s something 
little too interchangeable, too 
anonymous, too tired and un- 
focused, about too many the 
performances saw. suspect that 
most this comes out the 
fundamentally mechanical con- 
ception staging (Jack O’Brien) 
and conducting (Raymond 
Harvey).

Porgy and Bess, unfortunately, 
comes around too rarely pass 
up, and it’s certainly worth ex- 
periencing something what 
Gershwin originally had mind. 
maddening that many 
his intentions have been com- 
promised this allegedly 
authentic production. open- 
ing night, there was least 
brief glimpse what all should 
have been like. the last 
number, the foolproof “Oh, 
Lawd, Way” (though 
and “Bess, You Woman 
Now” also foolproof?), Smartt 
seemed turn the juice.

render Kegan’s value system im- 
mune from the perils which all 
valuers are heir.

These criticisms are not merely 
incidental, course, but neither 
should they distract one from the 
brilliance this book. the 
reader irritated when Kegan 
fails follow through, only 
because one holds him the 
standard excellence that has 
established and generally met.

Visiting Boston’s traditional restaurant areas 


Robert Nadeau 
here are five traditional dining neighborhoods 
the Boston area: Downtown, Newbury Street, 
Harvard Square, Chinatown, and the North End. 
The food and prices may better Central Square, and 
the Waterfront may more fashionable, but these are 
both new territories Boston dining out. The traditional 


are traditional because they are places where 


people have long gathered for other purposes and then 
stayed eat. Excluding the two ethnic areas, the 
traditional areas are probably too populated for many 
good restaurants: foot traffic raises rent, and you can’t 
eat rent. 

The ethnic areas, conversely, are miracles the 
exceptions the rule. The food remains good the 
North End and Chinatown because the Italian- and 
Chinese-Americans the neighborhoods support 
market system with fresh exotic ingredients, and both 
work and patronize the restaurants. Every other 
ethnic neighborhood the city has sold out its culinary 
heritage tourism and other commercial pressures. 
Interestingly, there probably more authentic Chinese 
and Italian food sold today Chinatown and the North 
End than there was years ago tribute stubborn 
ethnic pride and increasingly hip tourists. possible 
eat badly the North End Chinatown, but not 
all that easy. 

Harvard Square, Downtown, the Back Bay 
symbolized Newbury Street, much easier eat 
badly than well. But these areas, too, possible 
eat well, and all but Downtown have improved 
substantially over the last decade.

Avenue 
Ice Cream, yet odd call that ending, for 
Newbury Street seems debouch into burgeoning 
bazaar exotic ethnic restaurants Massachusetts 
Avenue. though Cambridge has invaded from 
across the river and seized Newbury Street the tail.

North End

The strength the North End depth. Although 
there single restaurant rival the famous Italian 
restaurants New York, there wonderful, savory, 
mouth-filling food every turn. There power the 
old neighborhood that doesn’t survive that Buick ride 
out the suburbs. Even few blocks away, the grated 
cheese seems stale and tasteless. 

What's bad the North End? Not much, really. There 
are few tourist traps Hanover Street, but even they 
are better than most suburban Italian restaurants. There 
are few over-the-hill fancy restaurants around the 
North Station edge, but, even there, the old standards 
are prepared decently. have one complaint, that 
the good restaurants the North End are starting cost 
much French restaurants. But still prefer the food. 


Chinatown 

Chinatown restaurants are still interesting 
French restaurants about one-fourth the price. There 
are real tourist traps here, well tourist dishes 
serious menus. believe that even tourists are entitled 
first-rate preparations their pu-pu platters and 
chicken chow mein, and authentic versions their 
sweet and sour pork and gai pu. But Chinatown 
restauranteurs disagree, the first rule here is, order 
authentic. 

authentic? rock bottom, the eight treasure 
rice porridge authentic. However, few 
white Americans (when you hear the words fan, that’s 
don’t know the Chinese term for black 
Americans) will relate more than half the treasures, 
never mind the porridge. older menus was known 
the more evocative translation, “gruel”. 

The best Chinatown chefs, like the best North End 
chefs, have chosen work with seafood, the best raw 
ingredient Boston markets. Carl’s Pagoda, Lucky 
Dragon, Royal Palace, try the clams black bean 
sauce, the crab ginger and scallion, and the steamed 
whole fish. You probably badly with these 
dishes anywhere else Chinatown, either. 

Increasingly popular are the teahouse pastries and 
dumplings, dim sum. The first, and still largest, everyday 
dim sum house Imperial Teahouse, since joined 
Royal Palace and China Pavillion. Dim sum are 
lunchtime specialty, but all three have excellent dishes 
night well. The best dim sum are not any one 
restaurant, but rather wherever they are being moved 
fastest from kitchen table. This can vary different 
visits particular restaurant. had the most 
consistent luck the Pavillion, but the best single 
experience the Teahouse, Saturday. The Palace 
falls somewhere between. regularly re-visit all three. 
Dim sum are little known American diners, but easy 
learn, since all you have point little dishes 
rolling cart. Anybody can point, and your worst 
mistake only dollar and change. 

Cheap eats Chinatown are very rewarding 


pursuit. The working-class Chinese dishes, aside from 
gruel, are noodles, rice plates, and soup with noodles.

This studied ignorance the environs would just 
another quirk town full them were not such 
shameless waste. offensive anyone’s sense 
balance see folks drive past restaurants five minutes 
from home spend more money worse food 
someplace half hour away. Perhaps there should 
statute requiring those who dine out frequently eat 
one meal restaurant their hometown for every 
meal taken elsewhere. (That may unnecessary, 
course. Hometown restaurants, matter which home- 
town, are doing all right, perhaps for the wrong 
reasons.

The Brookline Szechuan scene seems thrive 
without ethnic clientele, but does have collective 
style. contrast Central Square, the Beacon Street 
moo shi palaces are apt have cloth napkins, desserts, 
unusual dishes, and lot deep-frying. There 
emancipation from the classic menu 
Szechuan pioneer, Joyce Chen. Even restaurant like 
Mandarin Taste, opened Coolidge Corner the staff 
Cambridge’s Lucky Garden, offers non-U dish like

pura all beans, and heavily breaded like Cantonese 
sweet sour. But Chef Chow’s, the other side 
Coolidge Corner, the vegetable tempura varied and 
lightly breaded any Japanese restaurant.

What this southern section 
Boston does share with the Athens the Charles, 
however, sense singularity.

which characterizes any honestly delineated strip city 
turf. The most prominent ethnic groups are Irish 
and Hispanic, but the whole shootin’ 
represented some extent. Greeks run service stations, 
Jews operate cleaning establishments, Italians own fruit 
stands near-perfect urban ecology. 

Eating out pretty much what expect 
this sort neighborhood setting setting which 
recent years has been heavily leavened goodly 
number students seeking cheap rentals and young 
professionals attracted the renovatable houses 
available here few years back. Most the eating 
Jamaica Plain plain, but good plain for all that. And 
here and there, one can find food that far above 
average. 

Pretty much everything Jamaica Plain has offer

baker/light fare places, two ice-cream parlors, Greek 
pastry shop, pair interesting vegetarian restaurants, 
the shell recently closed down greasy-spoon diner, 
and, just few steps beyond Five Corners Centre 
Street, home-style Cuban eatery.

Surely should all aspire 
the heights virtue attained the 
holy man Hippo, but not before 
thoroughly pummeled our health mak- 
ing whoopee. this spirit, what follows 
abbreviated, highly arbitrary guide 
few the various types bars 
found around the city. Due limitations 
space, many fine watering holes have 
been excluded, please, innkeepers, 
irate calls. 

St. Augustine was definitely 
something when linked chastity and 
sobriety. Drinkers traditionally want 
neither, meaning that bars can divided 
into those you patronize meet new 
people for sexual social purposes and 
those you after friendships (or 
business deals) have been consummated. 


Singled out 

Hey good-looking, new town? Has 

been weeks since felt anything 
more warm and soothing night than 
cup cocoa? you find Yankee 
taciturnity hard penetrate? not 
alone, and God knows you'll never 
alone again, you take the scene 
Boston’s three most single-minded sin- 
gles bars: Jason’s Clarendon near the 
Hancock Building, Lily’s Quincy Mar- 
ket, and Friday’s the corner 
Newbury and Exeter. Although 
cionados can doubt make many 
important and subtle distinctions be- 
tween them that escaped this casual 
observer, couple differences seem 
clear: Jason’s clientele more dressed-up 
and closer 30, while Lily’s draws the 
youngest averaging around and 
most informally attired crowd the 
three. somewhere between. 
All three bars charge more for drinks 
than neighborhood places, all them 
check more scrupulously than 
Boston police investigating murder, 
and all them are sardine-tinned with 
people who have spent inordinate 
amount time and effort 
appearance the hope attracting Mr.

Lest haughtily judge too quickly, 
should remember these bars serve 
purpose. Successful pick-up bars de- 
liver that ephemeral something: chance 
mutually-consented-to-seduction, feel 
wild while risking nothing greater than 
the wee (oui?) hours the morning. 


Disneyland for the lonely. Beware, 
though these bars are not your style, 
they can creepy. But don’t smug 
deny the allure fantasy person 
who will make you feel good right now, 
questions asked. 

singles bars with difference. 
the difference? Each the 
following has distinguishing trait. The 
Harvest, tucked into the concrete and 
glass monstrosity that houses Anne 
Taylor and Crate Barrel Brattle 
Street Cambridge, where tout 
haut Cambridge university professors, 
honchos from WGBH and WBZ, 
architects, writers, designers, artists, film- 
makers meet fraternize. The patrons 
the cleanly modern, earth-toned bar- 
room are generally over thirty, affluent (at 
$2.50 drink, they had better be), 
accomplished, and proud their ac- 
complishments. You should the same 
you want fit in. 

Back in. Boston, the corner 
Commonwealth and Dartmouth, Mon- 
tana’s attracts trendy, well-heeled Back 
Bayers ranging age from late twenties 
mid-forties. There’s jadedness the 
crowd around the attractive horsehoe- 
shaped bar and high counters along the 
walls, though the customers had 
married too young, lost their exuberance, 
and come here spend their adulthood 
avoiding what they learned along the 
way.

prices, and learning more 
about wine boot, should heed this 
simple piece advice: find reliable 
wine Sound bit quaint? Not 
well, whether simple table wines 
classic crus, you can benefit from shop- 
ping regularly one more stores 
where sure finding wines you 
like and advice you trust. 

One the pleasures visiting shop 
regularly getting know the staff. 
When you find someone whose tastes 
agree with yours and who consistently 
recommends bottles you enjoy, you 
should keep going back. People who 
work the wine trade taste more wines 
than most do, and you should take 
advantage their knowledge and ex- 
perience. Discuss the last bottle you 
bought, ask intelligent questions, and try 
unfamiliar wines. You'll find yourself 
drinking better wine and enjoying 
more, and probably paying less well. 

Luckily, Boston has many reliable 
wine merchants. While short article 
could possibly cover all them 
attempted single out shops especially 
worth visit. Since most people shop 
where they live work, stores have 
been grouped geographically. (Remem- 
ber, good shops are happy special 
order wines they don’t carry there’s 
need chase around town.) well- 
selected, fairly comprehensive (not 
necessarily large) stock wines 
various price levels one obvious 
criterion for choosing store. helpful 
staff that knows the stock and gives 
honest advice even more important. 
Other desirable features include con- 
venient location, prices that suit you, and 
special services like delivery, credit, 
future offerings, and tastings.

Water Street, 523-7425) offers array 
wines and liquors attractive basement 
quarters (many bottles are housed 
bank vault). selection 
emphasizes more expensive wines, and 
prices are relatively The collection 
spirits extensive (particularly single- 
malt Scotches), and assortment 
cheeses also available. has 
excellent free in-store tasting series, 
every other Wednesday from p.m., 
featuring interesting 
wines. Formal tastings are sponsored 
occasionally local restaurants see 
the shop’s monthly newsletter for details. 

Gloucester Wines Spirits (242 
Prudential Plaza, 262-6571) also caters 
primarily the upscale consumer, but 
offers quite few moderately priced 
bottles. The shop has one the best 
California selections town, including 
hard-to-find and older wines, well 
extensive array Bordeaux and 
Burgundies (the latter recently expanded) 
both current and older vintages. Prices 
are bit the high side, with 
percent discount purchase three 
bottles the same wine. The store owns 
nitrogen-gas apparatus for preserving 
uncorked wine, and several bottles are 
usually open for sampling.

One the area’s best small stores, 
Harvard Wine Liquor (288 Harvard 
Avenue, Brookline, 277-9000), has recent- 
expanded, taking over adjoining 
shop.

Details are available their un- 
usually readable newsletter, which prints 
interviews with winemakers and other 
interesting features. The store closed 
Mondays. 

Besides the stores listed above, there 
are number other shops worth 


checking out. Good neighborhood re- 


sources include Jobi Liquors and Beacon 
Hill Wines Spirits Beacon Hill, 
New Boston Liquors the South End, 
London Wine Co. Brookline, and 
University Wine Shop and 
Cambridge. (Beacon Hill Wines and 
University, the way, have excellent 
imported beer selections.) Also worth 
checking for bargains are 
(Allston and Newton), Kappy’s (Cam- 
bridge and the suburbs), Atlas Liquors 
(Medford), Warehouse Liquors (Cam- 
bridge and West Roxbury), 
Macy’s Liquors (West Roxbury), and 
Gordon’s Liquors (Waltham). 

There are few commonsense rules 
that will help you take advantage 
store’s resources. Remember that even 
the most knowledgeable staff the best 
stocked shop can’t help you you don’t 
give them any information work with.

Harvest fare: Cornish hens,

utumn meals are heavy and rich 
all fowl, nuts, and spices, 

though planned them 
order stock for the (possibly 
dreadful) New England winter. that 
may, you don’t want overdo it. Your 
autumnal dinner guests may well need 
some fortification against the icy blasts 
come, but also like able 
stand the end the meal. 

With this mind, you should avoid 
the temptation top off the following 
Cornish hen dinner for six wth anything 
ponderously traditional pumpkin 
pie. Stick with something like fruit 
with grapes and apples. Also with 
this mind, the following 
without starch, save for the stuffing 
the birds.

Stuffed hens with nuts 
Serves six 

Cornish hens look darling, but don’t 
get carried away. They are not baby 
chickens. fact, different breed 
bird altogether, properly called Rock 
Cornish hens, cross between white 
Plymouth Rock chickens and certain 
Cornish fowl. Children all ages seem 
stuffed bird their dinner plate. 
course, dealing with whole stuffed bird 
means dealing with whole stuffed 
bird’s worth bones, which means that 
plates often leave the table looking fuller 
than when they arrived. Victorian 
times, hostesses placed crescent-shaped 
dishes called “bone plates” each 
setting, and Victorian guests knew 
enough deposit their scraps therein. 

Bone plates have gone out fashion, 
perhaps because most people came 
use them ashtrays. Dig some 
authentic bone plates, (depending 
the formality the occasion) put big 
the center the table for your 
guests’ discards, just use saucers. Use 
something, you'll end with grease 
stains all over your tablecloth (again, 
depending the formality the 
occasion, and your choice wine) 
contest see who can hit the kitchen 
wastebasket the first bounce.

prepare the stuffing, first fry three 
the bacon slices.

Now stuff the hens; fill them loosely, 
stuffing only the bigger body cavity. If, 
the way, there’s anything the cavity 
when you buy the hens, get out. 
always pull out the loose slabs yellow 
fat found near the opening well. 
you will with the giblets 
hardly big enough eat. Personally, 
always offer mine the cat. 

Close the hens lacing the loose 
skin shut with turkey skewer with 
couple stitches. Put the birds pan 
without rack. Take your six long bacon 
slices, cut them each half, and drape 
two pieces form cross the top 
each hen. You may mutter something 
Latin you this you want to. 
Anyway, bake the hens 350-degree 
oven for one-and-a-quarter hours. 

When the birds are cooked, remove 
them from the pan and keep them warm 
big platter.

Some the most useful addi- 
scious phone age are automatic 
dialers, which store frequently 
used numbers and call them 
automatically when you push 
shorter assigned number 
group letters. These are becom- 
ing popular with subscribers 
the long distance services, which 
require you call seven-digit 
phone number, wait for com- 
puter tone, and enter five-digit 
access number before you dial 
the area code and number you 
want. Some automatic dialers are 
designed “hear” the computer 
tone before they dial the access 
number. These dialers can also 
used security devices protect 
billing code from abuse 
substituting button 
which doesn’t reveal the code.
